Inquiries have been made at the 
University of Alberta peal | 
King Tut Wheat, which is supposed | 
to have come from the tomb = of| 
Tutankhamen at Luxor, Ngypt 
It might be frankly stated that this} 
is pure “‘bunk.’? There is not the| 
slightest possibility of such 
Wheat germinating today. his 
King Tut Wheat is nothing but a 
revival of the old swindling game of 
selling undesirable wheat, together 
with much misinformation to un- 
suspecting farmers. The wheat is 
usually known as ‘'Kgyptian,’’ and 
belongs to the class ‘Triticum turg- 
idum.’’ In the seed trade, it is 
sometimes sold as ‘Alaska, Miracle, 
Seven-headed, Egyptian Wonder, 
and now King Tut.’’ Every few 
years gome unscrupulous individuals 
geem (0 revive the old variety under 


ancient 


a new name and sell it at exorbitant | 


prices. 

Kgyptian wheat is easily disting 
uished by its branched head. This 
character gives it the appearanes of 


being very productive but as a muat- | 
ter of fact it does not yield as well | 


asthe commonly grown Varieties ot 
good bread wheats. It is of very 
poor miliing and baking quality, 
for breadmaking it is very undesir- 
able. 

If Egyptian wheat or any other 
wheat of the same type were grown 
to any extent in Alberta it would 
have a most depressing effect on 
both local and foreign markets 
Our export grain containing mix- 
tures of such varieties would have 
lower milling and baking qualities, 
as well as commercial grade. High 
and uniform quality in Canadian 
export grain is now more necessary 
than ever, since the struggle in the 
world’s grain markets grows more 
severe every year
